Years  ago,  DcTocQCnviU.a,  on  bis  elslt  to 
this  country,  saw  and  pointed  oot  tbe  fact  of 
tbe  Sunday-school  being  one  of  tbe  foantaia* 
of  oar  .Nation’*  strength  and  prosperity.  This 
Judgement  has  been  confirmed  by  subsequent 
history  Tbe  Idea  entertained  that  In  oar  school 
system  tbe  religious  Inotractloo  of  tbe  young 
le  being  neglected  I*  set  aside  by  the  truth  that, 
while  It  baa  no  Urge  place  in  the  day-school, 
it  la  being  attended  to  in  other  and  more  pro¬ 
per  ways.  Moat  of  the  children  who  attend 
the  day-school  are  members  of  some  Sunday- 
school. 

The  separation  of  tbe  Instruction  la  wise,  ao 
far  aa  the  state  la  concerned.  It  leases  tbe 
matter  of  religious  training  to  parent*  sod  to 
Christians  of  the  various  denominations,  sod 
keep*  the  church  and  stale  separate,  aa  ought 
’to" be  the  case  In  a  free  country.  Tbe  mo*t 
that  the  state  baa  a  right  to  do  la  to  educate  the 
children  In  view  of  Intelligent  cltUenahlp.  It 
may.  Indeed.  Inculcate  principle*  of  moral 
philosophy,  as  bearing  upon  tba  public  good; 
but,  when  It  goes  beyond  this.  It  la  in  danger 
of  becoming  sectarian. 

If  any  are  anxious  ao  unite  rellgtoas  and 
secular  education,  this  must  be  done  at  their 
own  expense.  Tbe  general,  public  funds 
not  to  be  used  to  build  up  anv  sect;  nor 
our  public  schools  to  be  conducted,  directly 
nor  Indirectly,  to  favor  any  one  denomim 
lion  ot  Christians.

The  season  of  "commencements”  in  our  In¬ 
stitution*  ef  learning  Is  upon  ua  Many  young 
men  and  women  will,  during  this  month  and  in 
July,  be  graduated  from  tbe  vsrlotu  colleges, 
seminaries,  and  academics  of  tbe  land.  Very 
properly  Is  tbe  occasion  of  ending  studies  In 
these  schools  termed  “commencement;”  for 
now  begins  the  use  of  kntfr  ledge  acquired  and 
of  the  mind  disciplined  by  study. 

Education  la  claiming  a  still  larger  place  in 
the  attention  ot  the  people.  The  standard  of 
study  Is  being  raised  and  the  facilities  for  gain¬ 
ing  knowledge  are  greatly  Increasing.  A 
young  man  or  woman  desirous  of  securing  an 
education  will  find  helping  hands  reached  forth 
from  many  directions  Whereas  formerly  many 
who  were  bent  upon  taking  a  course  of  study 
were  hindered  by  poverty  and  needed  to  strug¬ 
gle  for  means  of  support  while  going  through 
-college,  now  provision  is  made  in  many  of  our 
universities  to  furnish  pecuniary  aid  to  those 
xeeding  and  desiring  this. 

Aside  from  tbe  college  coarse,  studies  are 
mow  prescribed  for  those  whose  home  and  buii- 
xicss  responsibilities  will  not  permit  of  tneir 
atteudanci  upou  a  university  or  seminary 
•course.  Among  these  special  means  are  tbe 
Chautauqua  Literary  and  Scientific  Circle,  the 
Chautauqua  School  of  Theology,  and  the  He¬ 
brew  C'orresposdeuee  School.  The  sncceas  of  tbe 

C.  L  9l  C.  ”  has  been  most  gratifying. 
•Over  90,000  are  now  enrolled  as  member*. 
The  "C.  8.  T.”  Is  so  Incorporated  Institution, 
graduating  iu  members  regularly.  It  Is  being 
patronized  not  oulv  by  those  who  have  been 
-denied  the  opportunity  ot  s  seminary  course, 
but  by  many  who  have  taken  this  and  are  de¬ 
sirous  of  refreshing  their  memory  In  the  old 
studies,  sod  of  sddlng  thereto  the  special  fea¬ 
tures  preseated  bv  the  “C.  S.  T.”  j $. 

These  studies  may  be  pursued  at  home  and 
.require  only  a  determined  will  and  a  careful 
use  of  the  scraps  of  time  which  fall  In  the  way 
-of  most  people.  For  one  In  youth  the  regular 
course  Is  more  desirable,  as  it  brings  mind  In 
.contact  with  mind,  with  all  the  Inspiration  of 
association  In  tbe  class-room  sod  in  the  health¬ 
ful  rivalry  ot  united  study.  But  If  the  time 
cannot  be  wholly  given  to  study  through  s 
period  of  years,  then  it  is  well  that  the  other 
means  should  be  used.  None  In  our  time  and 
land  need  to  remain  without  a  good  aad  useful 
-education. 


TUB  INTEBOCEANIC  CANAL. 

Our  Uoeerument  baa  again  asserted,  in  offi¬ 
cial  correspondence,  tbe  Monroe  doctrine.  If 
There  Is  one  thing  about  which  Ibis  country  is 
a  unit.  In  which  Republicans  and  Democrats 
and  men  of  all  parties  are  one.  It  is  In  devotion 
to  the  principle  that  no  foreign  power  shall  be  In 
*  position  to  Interfere  with  the  affairs  of  this 
continent,  beyond  the  hold  now  possessed. 

Not  much  will  be  said  beyond  the  clear,  posi¬ 
tive  words  already  spoken,  unless  special  occa¬ 
sion  should  rail  for  it;  but  the  determination  is 
a*  deep  and  abiding  as  the  Bases  of  our  moun¬ 
tains  that  nttiher  England  nor  France,  nor  any 
European  power,  shall  In  any  way  control  the 
Isthmus  canal.  In  only  one  way  can  this  be 
attained,  and  that  is  by  war  that  would  call 
forth  all  the  eoerrles  and  resources  of  the  Re¬ 
public.  Better  this  than  a  succession  of  strug¬ 
gles  growing  out  of  complications  with  Europe, 
larolrlng  In  the  end  greater  sacrifice  of  means 
and  life  than  one  supreme  effort  at  the  outset. 

Our  Navy  should  gradually  be  pot  In  condi¬ 
tion  to  cope.  If  need  be,  with  England  aud 
France  combined.  A  million  ot  men  would 
resist  any  onset  by  land;  and,  Judging  from 
our  past,  with  any  like  equality  qf  preparation 
we  shonld  be  In  do  great  danger  of  encounter 
st  sea.  But  our  people  need  to  be  on  the  alert, 
and  not  Invite  s  struggle  with  tbe  unpreoared- 
ness  of  France  in  its  last  war  with  Germany.

Seldom  does  evtt  seed  bear  IU  bitter  fruit 
more  speedily  than  la  the  ease  of  the  hoy 
Taiaarro,  recently  lynched  at  Perham,  Minn. 
A  few  weeks  ago,  fired  by  stories  In  the  "Boys’ 
Paper"  to  tbe  unholy  ambition  of  being  a 
hero  of  the  "cowboy"  order,  he  secured  wea¬ 
pons  and  started  wetl.  Here  be  soon  distin¬ 
guished  himself  by  murdering  and  robbing  two 
men.  Tracked  aad  screoted.  J«  was  arraigned 
before  a  Justice,  where  his  guilt  was  made 
plain,  the  watch  of  one  of  the  murdered  men 
being  found  In  his  possession.  That  same  day 
he  wav  seized  by  a  mob  and  hong.  Belter  this 
>  then  that  he  should  have  gone  forward  in  s 
carreer  of  crime,  tike  the  Jaxxs  brothers, 
but  fearfully  terrible  is  It  that  a  boy  should, 
at  the  age  of  fifteen,  have  developed  into  a 
villain  of  the  worm  stamp.

The  work  of  the  normal  schools  In  the  South, 
for  the  training  of  colored  sod  Iodlen  students 
for.th^tssk  of  inatractlng  end  elevating  their 
respective  races,  la  a  subject  of  the  deepest  In¬ 
terest  to  tbe  people  of  our  land  generally.  But 
the  description  of  the  religious  preparation  of 
these  miasiousrie*  for  their  work  whlob  we  pre¬ 
sent  our  readers  with  this  week  becomes  addi¬ 
tionally  so  to  Bloomfield  people  from  the  fact 
tbst  the  gentleman  under  whose  charge  this 
department  is  placed — Rev.  H.  B.  Fnias*t.L  la 
s  former  resident  of  this  town.  No  one  can  go 
forth  from  Bloomfield  and  do  well  without  re¬ 
flecting  credit  upon  the  town,  and  It  is  s  pleas¬ 
ure  to  know  that  Ibis  apostle  of  tbe  Newa  li 
Pre-byte ry  and  fellow-cltlx*^  of  oura  la  doing  s 
work  characterized  by  so  mu- A  breadth,  thor¬ 
oughness  and  intelligence  as  Is  manifested  In 
th<»  report  printed  In  another  column.

Tax  Alps.  — A  remarkable  work,  on  which 
a  commission  of  the  French  Academy  has 
just  reported  in  terms  of  high  appreciation, 
has  been  lately  co winded  by  M.  Ci vials. 
He  aimed  at  a  complete  description'  of  the 
Alps,  on  a  new  plan,  involving  large  use  of 
photography.  A  preliminary  study  satisfied 
him  that  the  central  mass  of  the  Alps,  and 
the  chains  diverging  into  Germany,  Austria, 
and  France  might  be  divided  into  forty-ono 
districts,  such  that,  taking  a  central  station 
in  each,  at  sufficient  height,  one  might  ob¬ 
tain  photographic  panoramas  of  the  whole. 
Tbe  plane  of  comparison  (or  ideal  surface 
on  which  the  antbor  distributed  his  stations) 
is  over  eight  thousand  feet  in  altitude  ;  and 
in  some  cases  he  had  to  climb  more  than 
ten  thousand  feet,  taking,  of  coarse,  ap¬ 
paratus  with  him— s  sufficient  indication  ot 
the  difficulty  of  the  enterprise  which,  in  ten 
years,  M.  Civiale  has  successfully  carried  out. 
It  Was  ofteu  difficult  to  fix  the  instrument 
on  account  of  the  wind.  The  line  of  sight 
once  rendered  horizontal  in  all  directions, 
M.  Civiale  proceeded  in  each  case  to  take 
photographs  in  foartcen  different  directions. 
These  were  afterward  carefully  joined. 
Such  panoramas  furnish  at  once  the  plane- 
mensuration,  the  relief  and  the  picturesque 
aspect  of  the  country.  In  another  aectiou 
of  his  work,  M.  Civiale  deals  with  details. 
He  traversed  tbe  valleys  and  photographed 
natural  geological  sections,  snow  limits, 
landslips,  rochet  motUonnies,  glaciers  with 
j  their  crevasses  and  moraines,  colt  and  so  on 
I  — all  that  is  interesting  to  the  geologist,  the 
]  engineer,  and  the  tourist.  Six  hundred 
plate*  are  devoted  to  theee  details,  and  the 
i  views  are  pronounced  remarkably  good. 

In  addition,  hL  Civiale  gives  much  interest- 
'  mg  information  in  his  journal ;  he  even  roc- 
I  tifles  the  orthography  of  place  names,  and 
|  furnishes  some  historical  details;  also  a 
catalogue  of  altitudes,  mostly  determined 
;  by  himself.  It  is  suggested  by  the  com¬ 
mission  that,  in  future,  it  may  be  possible 
by  superposing  panoramic  views  taken  from 
the  same  stations  on  those  of  M.  Civiale,  the 
amount  and  character  of  secular  demolition 
may  be  estimofsd. 

Aw  Elccthxc  Raxlwat  roa  Sr.  Gothaxd 
Trmfxx-  —At  present  four  daily  trains  are 
taken  each  way  through  tho  St.  Qothard 
Tunnel,  bat  even  with  this  slight  traffic  ven¬ 
tilation  is  a  serious  problem.  In  some  of 
the  shorter  tunnels  leading  up  to  the  great 
one  the  inclines  are  ao  steep  .that  a  locomo¬ 
tive  is  required  at  each  end  of  the  train, 
and  the  men  in  charge  of  the  one  at  the 
rmz  have  to  be  supplied  with  reservoirs  of 
pare  air  from  which  to  breaths.  It  is  m*ni 
feat  that  a  new  system  must  be  adopted  as 
soon  as  the  oompletiou  of  oonnecting  lines 
makes  the  tunnel  traffic  heavy.  With  this 
in  view,  the  chief  engineer,  M.  Bride),  has 
•ought  the  services  of  the  Messrs.  Siemens, 
who  prescribe  an  electric  railway  on  a  sim¬ 
ilar  system  to  that  adopted  by  them  in 
Paris.  There  is  an  abundance  of  water 
power  near  the  entrance  to  the  tunnel,  and 
that  will  be  utilized  to  drive  turbines  work¬ 
ing  the  dynamos.  A  one-inch  copper  rod 
will  be  carried  through  tbe  tunnel,  on 
which  a  liltl*  carriage  will  run  in  electrical 
connection  with  the  electro-motor  on  the 
train.  Current  will  thus  be  supplied 
throughout  the  journey,  the  rails  serving 
the  purpose  of  a  return  wire.  The  expense 
of  this  experiment  will  be  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  thousand  francs,  but  if  it 
should  not  succeed  the  value  of  the  plan  I 
will  rodooe  (he  lorn  to  eighty 
franca.

B.  Frlteell,  formerly  of  this  piece,  end 
which  form  e  pert  of  the  IStb  Annuel  Report  of 
the  principal  of  that  institution. 

in  connection  with  the  Hampton  Institute, 
there  to  e  regularly  ofgsolxed  church, composed 
of  the  students  end  teachers  of  tbf  school,  and 
the  families  connected  with  It.  1>le  church  le 
entirely  unsectarian,  and  no  attempt  la  made  to 
draw  away  tbe  studenti  from  tbe  churches  to 
which  they  have  belonged  previous  to  their 
taring  the  school. 

The  charch  bulldlug  to  known[  as  Betbesda 
Chapel.  It  was  nsed  by  the  soldiers  during  tbe 
war,  and  Is  located  la  the  National  Cemetery, 
where  thousands  of  them  were  beried. 

Regular  oreechlng  services  erf  held  In  Ibis 
chapel  once  every  Sabbath,  when  ell  tbe  stu¬ 
dents  are  expected  to  be  present,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  those  Indians  who  come  from  Epis¬ 
copalian  agencies  in  tbe  West.  These  attend 
the  Episcopal  church  in  Hsmptou^ 

During  the  past  year,  the  conjugation  has 
so  increased  with  the  growth  of  the  school,  as 
to  render  necessary  tbe  addition  of  another 
wing  to  the  building.  The  avenge  attend¬ 
ance  on  Suodav  morning  has  been  about  five 
hundred. 

In  tbe  afternoon,  s  Sabbath  school  compos¬ 
ed  of  ell  the  students,  with  tbe  exception 
above  mentioned,  le  held  In  Academic  Bell, 
where  the  FaStor  acta  as  Superintendent ;  and 
systematic  Bible  instruction  is  given  by  tbe 
teachers.  A  service  is  held  In  tbe  evening, 
when  the  students  are  addressed  by  tbe  Princi¬ 
pal  or  tbe  Fkstor.  The  Indians  meet  by  them¬ 
selves  In  the  evening,  under  tbe  care  of  nne  of 
the  lady  teachers  who  has  charge  of  tbe  Indian 
department.  The  Indians  who  come  from 
Catholic  agencies  ere  allowed  to  attend  Mesa 
In  tbe  morning,  but  ere  expected  to  be  present 
at  the  regular  religious  exercises  of  the  school. 
Many  of  the  colored  students  from  Baptist  end 
Methodist  eburchrs,  attend  services  ot  their 
owo  denomination*  In  the  afternoou. 

There  is  a  regular  organization  for  Cbrlstlan 
work  In  thg  school,  and  *o  far  as  possible  the 
students  are  made  to  feel  their  Individual  re¬ 
sponsibility  le  the  matter.  Committees  are 
formed  at  the  commencement  of  the  school- 
year,  which  are  held  responsible  for  certain 
specified  work.  There  to  wbst  is  known  as  s 
Reception  Committee;  made  up  of  Christian 
students  from  each  of  the  buildings  on  the 
piece  where  there  ere  dormitories.  This  com¬ 
mittee  to  expected  to  repost  to  the  Pastor  on 
the  religious  co million  ef  each  student  la  the 
school.  Each  member  bee  en  especial  over¬ 
sight  ot  the  bulldlug,  or  pert  of  the  building, 
from  which  be  or  she  comes. 

Tbe  colored  people  ere  of  en  eminently  socle] 
aad  emotional  nature,  aad  iu  their  religious 
training,  much  account  has  to  be  mode  of  this 
fact  Their  social  meetings  for  prayer  end 
conference,  ere  so  important  factor  la  tbe 
work  among  them. 

A  prayer  meeting  committee  Is  formed  at  the 
beginning  of  tbe  school-term,  which  has  es¬ 
pecial  charge  of  this  deportment  of  religious 
work.  They  confer  with  tbe.  Pastor  as  to  tbe 
best  times  sod  places  for  bolding  meetings; 
they  choose  leaders;  they  eld  in  making  out 
lists  of  subjects  for  the  meeting  which  ere 
printed  and  distributed  among  the  scholars; 
they  make  suggestions  sa  to  the  best  method 
of  conducting  the  meetings. 

A  prayer  meeting  for  the  whole  school  to 
held  every  Sunday  morning.  The  leaders  ere 
chosen  by  the  committee  from  the  different 
classes,  in  order  that  ell  may  feel  an  interest 
end  resDonslbllltj.  The  girls  have  taken  tbelr 
turn  with  the  boy  s  In  the  leading  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  during  tbe  post  year,  They  have  done  ad¬ 
mirably  well,  aud  it  has  been  found  tbst  this 
plan  Increase*  tbe  interest  of  the  girls  la  tbe 
religious  work  of  the  school.  The  leaders  are 
Informed  of  their  appointment  some  time  pre¬ 
vious  to  tbe  meeting,  and  ere  expected  to  pre¬ 
pare  themselves  oa  the  subject  given  on  the 
printed  card.  Some  of  the  students  era  really 
gifted  in  prayer,  aud  discussion  of  religiotfi 
subjects.  This,  with  their  power  of  singing, 
makes  the  service  aoe  ot  the  most  Interesting 
of  the  day.  Tbe  attendance  has  increased 
within  the  past  year  from  between  forty  and 
fifty,  to  about  two  hundred.  Many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  unable  to  attend  on  account  of  neceo- 
ury  duties.  Strauge  as  It  may  seem,  an  effort 
has  to  be  made  to  prevent  the  students  from 
being  too  formal  in  tbelr  worship.  Having 
been  accustomed,  hi  many  cases,  to  wildly  emo¬ 
tional  meeting-,  they  feel  at  first,  e  sense  of 
dissatisfaction  with  the  more  quiet  manner  of 
worshiping  God.  They  soon,  however,  adopt 
what  one  of  them  called  "the  new  way”  and 
often  go  to  the  other  extreme.  They  dislike  to 
sing  their  old  "spiritual  songs,"  end  thus  en 
element  of  real  power  is  lost.  Prayer  meet¬ 
ings  ere  held’  on  Friday  evening,  where  tbe 
bovs  end  girls  ere  by  themselves.  Although 
this  to  held  after  the  evening  study  hour,  when 
they  ore  weary  with  a  hard  dey’a  work,  many 
of  them  are  regular  in  tbelr  attendance  there. 
Smaller  meetings  are  held  in  the  dormitories, 
wbete  the  younger  desses  ere  trained  for  work 
in  tAe  larget  meeting^  end  for  the  same  kind 
of  work,  when  they  go  out.  There  to,  perhaps, 
no  one  thing  whtch  to  more  essentia!  to  their 
success  among  tbe  people,  than  proficiency  In 
this  sort  of  thing. 

Religious  meetings  have  been  held  with  the 
Indians  twice  In  tbe  week,  during  the  pest  year. 
As  many  of  them  ere  unable  to  read  enough 
English  to  understand  the  Btbie,  everything 
has  to  be  made  as  simple  as  possible. 

Bbth  the  Indian  and  colored  students  are  in¬ 
clined  to  be  religious.  They  ore  usually  rever¬ 
ent,  aud  anxious  to  know'  the  truth*  of  the 
Bible.  To  bring  their  religion  down  to  tbe  du¬ 
ties  of  every  day  life,  to  ’no  easier  with  them, 
then  with  other  people.  It  has  been  too  much 
e  thing  of  the  emotions,  which.  In  many  in¬ 
stance*,  had  no  very  definite  connection  with 
tbdr  dally  duties.  There  bee  been  too  fre¬ 
quently  s  divorce  In  their  minds  of  religion  and 
morality.  On*  great  object  in  our  religious 
training  Is  to  show  Hera  the  necessary  connec¬ 
tion  of  the  two.  There  to  great  cause  for  en¬ 
couragement  In  this  work,  end  tbe  pure, 
straight-forward  lives  of  many  of  the  students 
sad  graduates,  show  that  tbelr  religion  to  n  re¬ 
ality.  The  total  enrollment  upon  tbe  record 
books  of  Bet  heeds  Chapel,  shows  a  member¬ 
ship  of  206.  2D  bare  been  added  te  tbe  church 
within  the  pest  year,  M  of  whom  came  on  pro¬ 
fession  of  their  faith  in  Christ.  In  some  eases, 
where  the  sectarian  feeling  at  their  homes  to 
Intense,  it  has  seemed  beet  that  thorn  who  have 
started  out  on  tbe  new  life  here,  should  not 
connect  themselves  with  the  church  until  their 
return  to  their  own  home,  to  that  they  might, 
as  far  as  possible,  retain  their  ht^penee  over

that  theee  people,  hardly  twenty  yean  out  of 
slavery,  should  not  have  definite  Ideas  la  re¬ 
gard  to  rights  of  person  sod  property.  Ths 
tame  standards  bale  not  prevailed  among  them 
ss  in  other  commnalUqt-  It  to  not  always  easy 
to  make  s  boy  underetaad  that  l»  is  wrong  to 
tell  s  Me  or  to  dcueive,  U  is  eo  doing  he  may 
escape  the  penalty  of  e  wrong  set.  The  prin¬ 
ciple  of  doing  evil  that  good  may  come  to 
firmly  rooted  la  tone  ot  their  minds.  The 
Idee  of  bolding  to  e  contract  when  one  to  e 
loser  thereby  is  not  easily  understood.  It  Is 
not  that  these  students  ere  not  trying  to  do  the 
right  thing.  They  ere;  but  their  conception 
of  what  to  right  and  wrong  is  defective,  end 
there  to  for  them  do  more  Important  branch  of 
I  not  ruction  than  this.  It  to  difficult  to  make 
them  understand  that  they  have  duties  to  other 
people.  Having  been  so  grossly  wronged, 
their  thoughts  have  been  fixed  upon  tbelr  dues 
from  others  more  than  what  to  doe  others 
from  themselves.  They  talk  much  more  of 
the  rights  of  cltixenablp  than  of  the  duties  of 
ritlsenshlp.  In  order  to  correct  their  wrong  no¬ 
tions,  regular  Instruction  has  been  given  on 
the  rights  of  person  end  property,  the  origin  of 
theee  rights,  end  bow  they  may  be  violated. 
The  subject  of  promises  sod  contracts,  of  ex- 
chsoges  and  the  duties  of  citiseosbip,  have 
been  discussed.  They  bsve  much  skill  in 
putting  questions, and  often  get  et  the  root  of  e 
matter  In  an  unexpected  way.  They  ere,  for 
tbe  moat  pert,  open  to  conviction,  and  are 
eager  to  learn.
